1. The reply filed on December 17, 2003 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because: 

The amendment filed December 17, 2003 proposes amendments to the specification, specifically 
to the sequence listing, that do not comply with 37 CFR §§ 1.821-1.825 for the following reasons: 

I) The computer readable form (CRF) of the sequence listing is defective for the 
reasons stated on the enclosed Notice to Comply and marked-up copy of the Raw 
Sequence Listing. Numerous errors in the CRF precluded entry into this reissue 
application. 

II) The paper copy of the sequence listing also contains a number of the same 
errors. In light of the discrepancy between the paper and CRF copies and the numerous 
errors, the paper copy of the sequence listing also could not be entered in this reissue 
application. 

For these reasons, the amendment filed December 17. 2003 has not been entered . A supplemental
